Redesigned USD chapel ‘demands’ Mass participation

ALCALA PARK — USD’s Founders Hall Chapel now — 


provides an environment ‘that demands 
participation” in the liturgies, Father Michael McKay, 
director of campus ministry, said. 


Its new design shows another phase of the process 
o “preserve the integrity of the chapel’s Spanish 
Renaissance architecture” while incorporating the 
Second Vatican Council’s directives on liturgy into 
“the visual elements of design,” Therese Whitcomb, 
fine arts professor, said. 


FATHER MCKAY, Whitcomb and Father Dennis 
Krouse, religious studies professor, plannd the 
changes at the request of Dr. Author E. Hughes, 
president of the University of San Diego. The 
modifications have been in place since the first 
Sunday of Lent. 


“Our mission was to focus attention on the table of 
sacrifice and make it accessible to the assembly,” 
Whitcomb said. 


“The altar should be the most beautifully designed 
and constructed table the community can provide,” 
Father Krouse said, referring to one of the guidelines 
written by the Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy. 


ANOTHER OBJECTIVE ‘was to “emphasize the 
importance of the ambo (pulpit) used for the Liturgy 
of the Word,’”’ Whitcomb said. This was accomplished 
by widening the podium, draping it with a rose- 
colored silk fabric “decorated with Mediterranean 
Renaissance tassles’” and placing it in the center of 
the sanctuary between gold leaf candlesticks 
matching those on the high altar. The cover repeats 
the rose color of the sculptured drapery in the high 
altar, the liturgical designer pointed out. 


This hue is also seen in the floor-length velvet cover 
on the round altar of sacrifice adorned with two gold 
leaf candlesticks. Ceiling lights above this altar and an 
eight-inch platform covered with an Oriental rug draw 
attention to the altar, Whitcomb said. 


The altar is placed between two sets of pews facing 
it on both sides; this arrangement enhances the 
assembly’s participation, Father Krouse said. Those at 
the 10 a.m. Sunday liturgies can easily stand around 
the altar during the Eucharistic prayer, he added. 


THE ROUND table of sacrifice contrasts with the 
rectangular ambo to “emphasize the different 
functions” of the Liturgy of the Word and the Liturgy 
of the Eucharist, Whitcomb said. 


The new baptismal font is an 18-inch by 12-inch 
Pacific clam shell on a green marble stand. A small 
clam shell inside the font is used for pouring water in 


the baptismal rite, Whitcomb said. The font is 


ordinarily placed in the foyer of.the.chapel for use as 


a holy water fountain. During the Easter season it was 
moved in front of the paschal candle in the space 
between the ambo and the altar where it was used for 
a baptism April 14. 

Furnishings in the once-empty sanctuary face the 
ambo and altar of sacrifice. The celebrant’s chair, of 
“Spanish Renaissance design with a muted rose- 
colored” cushion, is in front of two pews for lectors 
and other liturgical ministers, Whitcomb said. Cantors 
and choir members use pews on the opposite side of 
the sanctuary where the organ once was placed. 


FATHER MCKAY invited students to an information 
forum in March to explain the rationale for the 
changes in the chapel. Most of their responses were 
favorable, he said. 

“There is a togetherness at this liturgy,’” Monique 
Muther, a choir member, said. “That’s what the 


Church is all about. please turn to page 7 


Fr. Junipero Serra 
declared venerable

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul I! declared 
Franciscan Father Junipero Serra venerable May 9, 
moving the 18th-century founder of 21 California 
missions closer to beatification. 


“Venerable” is the title allowed one whose cause 
for beatification has been accepted by the 
Congregation for Saints. Beatification, when a person 
is declared “blessed,” is one of the final steps before 
being declared a saint. 


FATHER SERRA led a life “of heroic virtue,” the 
pope said, announcing the advancement of Father 
Serra and five others toward sainthood. 


Last year, Vatican officials had told Bishop 
Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey that Father Serra 
could be declared venerable by August 1985, the end 
of the bicentennial year marking his death in 1784. 


Father Serra, born in 1713, was a missionary to 
American Indians in the Spanish colonies. He founded 
the first Catholic mission in California in 1769 at San 
Diego. In his 35 years of missionary work, he 
established 20 more missions and brought more than 
5,000 people into the Catholic Church. 


ITALIAN FATHER Timoteo Giaccardo, a member of 
the Society of St. Paul, also was declared venerable. 
Father Giaccardo, born in 1896, was the first member 
of his society to become a priest. He founded the first 
house of his society in Rome in 1926 and died in 1948. 


The pope also announced that miracles had been 
attributed to the intercession of Indian Father Ciriaco 
Elia Chavara (1805-1871), co-founder of the 
congregation of Carmelite Friars of Mary Immaculate;

Spanish Jesuit Brother Francisco Garate (1857-1929), 
known as the ‘gatekeeper of Duesto,” for his 41 years 
as gatekeeper at the Jesuit University of Duesto, near 
Bilbao, Spain; German Sister Maria Teresa of Jesus 
(1797-1879), also known as Karolina Gerhardinger, 
foundress of the School Sisters of Notre Dame, who 
visited the United States in 1847 and established a 
motherhouse for her order in Baltimore; Victoria 
Rasoamanarivo, (1848-1894), born of the royal family 
of Madagascar, who suffered from the anti- 
Catholicism of the royal court after she was baptized 
at the age of 15.

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~ St. Didacus students learn to ‘value life’ -

NORMAL HEIGHTS — A service project by eighth 
grade students at St. Didacus School has taught them 
“to'value the people in their life,” according to their 
teacher Lynn Scherer. 


For one hour each week since January, the students 
have visited The Flames, a guest home for the aged. 


THE PROJECT has enabled students to feel needed 
by someone” other than a younger brother and sister, 
Scherer said. 


At their first visit, each of the 40 students was 
“matched up” with an elderly person by the home’s 
manager, Saucy Benton. Because she knows the 
home’s residents and “their moods,” Benton made the 
pairs by matching a “talkative” student with a “quiet” 
resident and a “quiet” student with a “talkative” 
adult. She helped the class overcome any 


_apprehension they may have had by talking to 


students before they met any of the facility’s 

residents. 
Although many of the students “were reserved and 

shy” the first time, they have become “barn burners” 


since then, Scherer said. The students call their elderly 
partners grandparents and the home’s residents call 
the students grandkids. 


SCHERER DESCRIBED her class as “’a typical eighth 
grade’’...with worries about boyfriends or girlfriends 
and lipstick. But, she said, her class was open to the 
visits to the home which the students walk to because 
it is close to their school. 


The students “have gained more (by the experience) 
than they have given,” she said. “The old people have 
taught them about being brave and lonely.” 


One of the home’s residents told students that he 
had been brought to the facility by his son whom he 
has not seen since, the teacher said. “This just 
staggered the kids because they can’t imagine losing 
track of their family.” 

DURING THE visits, students will play cards, listen 
to music or just talk with their grandparents. Some of 
the elderly have detailed experiences in both World 
Wars to their grandkids, Scherer said. 


Scherer learned of the home through a Sister who 


takes communion to the facility. She said Benton’s

Students’ parents cooperated with the project, she 
said. One of the parents, Joan Delaval, who is a nurse, 
accompanies the students on their visits and offers 
them practical ideas. Other parents are open to 
providing baked goods which their children take to 
the home. 


“CHILDREN WHO'VE shown little strength in other 
(academic) areas have been: stars’ in the project, 
Scherer said. 


Benton said the home’s 42 residents are 
“enthusiastic” about the visits. ‘They start getting 
ready in the morning.” The elderly will make sure 
punch and cookies are available and one of the male 
residents carts his stereo to the patio to provide 
music. Some of the elderly “will'miss outings” rather 
than be away when the students visit, Scherer said. 


A few of the students have become very attached 
to their elderly partners and vice versa. “Some of 
them have had their families come to see” their 
elderly friends, the teacher said. During vacation 
periods, when they are unable to make their regular 
visits, students have sent cards to their grandparents. 


SOME OF the home’s residents have become “quite 
attached” to their grandkids, Benton said. She worries 
about the arrival of summer vacation when the class 
will no longer make weekly visits. Although she feels 
the program has been successful, she is not sure 
whether it will be continued in September because it 
will involve a ‘‘new batch” of students to whom the 
residents may once again become attached. 


Local Catholics ‘delighted’ 
by Serra’s venerable status

SAN DIEGO — The “absolute delight” of answered 
prayer came when Father Junipero Serra was declared 
venerable by Pope John Paul’ Il May 9, local 
advocates of the cause for Serra’s canonization said. 


“We, of course, are just absolutely delighted this 
has occurred. It’s a very, very large milestone on the 
road to our objective” of seeing the Franciscan 
missionary priest named a saint, said Woodrow 
Steichen, outgoing president of the Serra Club, a 
vocations promotion group. 


THE CLUB has a prayer that members recite at each 
meeting; it asks that various miracles will occur to 
substantiate the saintliness that many Southern 
Californians hope Serra possessed. 


“We expected that he would be raised to venerable. 
It’s a: great, delightful message...because he has 
contributed so much to the state of California and the 
people of California,” Bishop Leo T. Maher said. “We 
look forward to him being beatified and canonized,” 
the bishop said, referring to the process of becoming a 
saint — which begins with being named venerable. 


Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, pastor of the first mission 
established by Father Serra, has a ‘great devotion” to 
the Franciscan missionary. That devotion can 
rightfully increase now that Serra has been named 
venerable, Msgr. Eagen, pastor of Mission San Diego 
de Alcala, said. 


EACH DAY when Msgr. Eagen offers a Mass he 
prays that Father Serra “will be raised to the altar of 
the saints....We have prayed publicly at the Old 
Mission for it.” 


California needs “very badly” to have a model of 
behavior in Father Serra, Msgr. Eagen added. “Of all 
places in the world, | think California needs a saint,” 
he added. 


“I was thrilled (with the news) because we’ve been 
expecting some kind of announcement...We all hope 
we'll hear about beatification and canonization,” said 
Sister Catherine Louisé LaCoste, CSJ, diocesan 
archivist. : 

FRANCISCAN FATHER Martin McKeon, pastor of 
Mission San Luis Rey, echoed a Bishop Maher’s 
sentiment that the Golden State has something to 
celebrate. “It’s great for everybody in California, not 
just for the Catholic Church.

“Judge not, lest ye be...” 


It was Saturday, | had an appointment at 1p.m., and | had 
no coffee in my apartment. 


Since it was only 12:30, | decided to make a dash to the 
supermarket to get the coffee and continue on to my 
meeting. It took two minutes to pick up the coffee from the 
shelf, and take my place in the cashier’s line. In front of me 
in line were two elderly women with a dozen or so items for 
purchase. | knew it was going to take a while when both 
women started taking coupons out of their purses. 
Mountains of coupons! Mountains of coupons dropped on 
the counter any which way, for the cashier to sort out, of 
course. 


Half of the coupons were invalid. These were laboriously 
returned to enormous purses. Then one of the ladies began 
to look for her checkbook. Out came the coupons again, 
plus various other items. 


The cashier took a deep breath and told the shopper that 
this was the “cash only” line, but that since the order had 
already been rung up, a check would have to do. She then 
told the woman the current date, and naturally supplied her 
with a pen. 


Some people seem to muddle their way through life, borne 
along by the patience and longsuffering of people like US. 
These hapless souls are often late in their bills and usually 
show up at the bank five minutes after closing. If they arrive 
at the bank in time, they fill out their deposit slip at the 
teller’s window. They’re the ones. who want to go to 
confession one minute before the Midnight Mass begins on 
Christmas. They’re the ones who send “Sorry | Forgot’ 
birthday cards. They don’t plan ahead, they are not careful, 
and they are a burden on the rest of US. 


Sometimes | empathize with the fictional pharisee of 
Jesus’ story. He went up to the temple to pray and saw a tax 
collector. It was a lot of work to be a pharisee, and | have to 
give him credit for organizing his life and for taking things 
seriously. After all, he did fast. He did tithe. It seems unfair 
that Jesus didn’t appreciate him more. 


Business having been concluded, the women began 
gathering their unused coupons and their order. | gave the 
cashier a $20 bill and she rang up the coffee. One of the 
elderly women in front of me picked up her order and took 
my coffee with it. 


A brief conversation ensued, during which the woman 
discovered she had two tins of coffee whereas she had only 
purchased one. She apologized and | retrieved my coffee 
and returned to the cashier. The cashier gave me 55 cents 
change. 


She had forgotten that | gave her $20, and understandably 
so. The manager was then summoned, and he took the cash 
drawer and began to count the money. It was now 1:10 in the 
afternoon. 


The cashier's error eventually came to light. | took my 
$15.55 change and my nearly purloined coffee and headed 
for the parking lot. | was now feeling both victimized and 
vindicated. It’s great to be right. 


| drove from the parking lot and made a right onto the 
street. About half a block from me was another car, in MY 
lane, coming toward me! The car kept coming and | kept 
honking. The intruder (from Nevada) finally stopped about 
two feet from the front of my car. We stared at each other 
for a moment, then the invader put on a turn signal and tried 
to move over two lanes. This man is probably the son of the 
coupon lady, | thought. 


In mid-turn, the driver was halted by a police car which 
had suddenly appeared. Since all traffic in both lanes was 
now halted, | settled back to come to a slow boil, pondering 
the fuddled state of so many people in this world.

Dutch Church hears varied topics 


The following are excerpts from a series of speeches given 
May 11-12 by the pope in the Netherlands, where a large 
number of Dutch Catholics criticize many church teachings. 


Great confusion exists in society because “of the 
unbridled subjectivism of conscience and of a relativism 


which is strongly encouraged by the media and the 


pluralistic nature of our society.” 


“The more that a correct conscience holds sway, the more 
persons and groups turn aside from blind choice and strive to 
be guided by objective norms of morality.” 


The pope asked for a strengthening of Dutch church ties to 
the Vatican. “The vitality of the local churches increases or 
is revived to the extent that they ensure that they do not 


become shut up in themselves from the center of the unity of @@ 


the Church.” 


The pontiff also criticized apartheid, South Africa’s 
system of strict racial segregation. “No system of apartheid 
or separate development will ever be acceptable as a model 
for the relations between peoples or races,” he said. Many of 
South Africa’s white minority are Dutch descendants. 


He called for strengthening the International Court of 
Justice, which is located at the Peace Palace in The Hague. 
‘There is an even greater moral need than there was in past 
years for conflicts to be resolved peacefully on the basis of 
justice....In the first place, because of the existence of 
advanced weaponry, war in our time is increasingly coming 
to mean the total annihilation of the enemy. Every war 
threatens to become a total war.” 


He dismissed the argument of the need for nuclear arms to 
maintain peace. ‘Peace is not born from fear of the bomb or 
the power of one over another,” he said. “We should 
certainly be concerned about nuclear weapons, but our first 
concern should be for people themselves, for the way in 
which many people think and speak about life and society.”

What is the College of Cardinals? 


Q. Since we have three new American Cardinals, could you 
tell us something about the College of Cardinals? 


A. Cardinals are a unique feature of Roman Catholicism. 
They exercise major influence in the Church because they 
form the college that elects the Bishop of Rome. They also 
occupy major postitions either in the central administration 
of the Church or in important dioceses around the world. 


The College of Cardinals has three major functions. 
Cardinals have the duty of electing the Bishop of Rome. They 
also provide a special advisory board that the pope can call 
on to deal with questions of major importance. Finally, they 
individually assist the pope in various ways, particularly in 
performing special offices for the daily care of the Universal 
Church. 


The pope freely selects those who will become cardinals 
and makes the announcement formally in a meeting with 
existing members of the college. To be named a cardinal, 
one must be a priest or a bishop and be outstanding in 
spiritual qualities. If a priest is named cardinal, he must 
receive episcopal ordination. 


Although all cardinals are bishops, there are various 
“ranks” in the College of Cardinals. Thus, when someone is 
named a cardinal, in rank he is.either a cardinal-bishop, a 
cardinal-priest or a cardinal-deacon. Thus, for example, 
although Cardinal Manning is the Archbishop of Los Angeles, 
in cardinatial rank he is a cardinal-priest. The ranking of 
cardinals affects various administrative technicalities within 
the College of Cardinals. 


Both Popes John XXIII and Paul VI significantly reformed 
the college. Also, the 1983 Code of Canon Law incorporates 
some further changes. The more significant changes include: 
simplification of cardinatial dress; age restrictions, limiting 
the right to-elect a pope to those cardinals who are not yet 80 
years old; reorganization of the internal governance of the 
college itself. Except for some general norms on cardinals, 
the College of Cardinals is regulated not by universal law but 


rather by specific legislation pertaining to the college alone. @

Plotting the Church soap operas 


The soap operas on TV may not be as far from 
reality as one thinks. If you read the newspapers, or 
watch TV news, current trends adopted by reporters 
seem to translate everything into conflict, suspense 
and the phony drama only found in the soap operas, 
particularly the evening ones with tales of perfidy, 
abuses of power and shifting alliances. 


That seems to be how the media are now reporting 
the Church issues. Oh, not the old-fashioned kind — 
times of services and biographies of the new pastor — 
but the global, international Church stories. To 
explain, let’s suggest three hypothetical Church soap 
operas as currently reported by the media. 


The first one might be called “The First American 
Pope.” (Not the book about Cardinal Spellman, but 
rather the on-going series in the papers). The story 
centers on conflicts between two powerful men, 
cardinals both: one in the Southwest, the other in the 
Southeast. The Southwest prelate clearly is the hero, 
beloved of the media, something like the early Bobby 
Ewing. He is kind, forbearing; the causes he espouses 
are the right ones. The other is scheming and 
Machiavellian, who operates from the contacts he 
made when he studied in Rome. His: task is to carry 
out the secret orders which have been given him from 
within the Roman citadels. That power is represented 
by a sinister Italian cardinal, who is really using the 
American, playing on the man’s ambition to

Making peace 


“I never forgave my father being human,” a young 
father said. ‘He died before | was able to do it. And 
it’s one of the great regrets of my life.” 


His is a sad but familiar reflection on coming to 
terms with human frailty and unfulfilled expectations. 
Children expected their parents to be perfect — 
unblemished models of behavior, values and love. 
When parents don’t meet these standards, children 
feel ‘cheated and some spend a lifetime filled with 
anger and recrimination. 


SADLY, IT cuts both ways. Parents who expect their 
children to be perfect and to grow up according to 
their specifications can live with disappointment and 
anger when their children take on a life of their own. 

So prevalent are these situations in families that 
several good books have been written to help people 
forgive their parents and children. | recommend three. 

The first, “Cutting Loose: An Adult Guide to 
Coming to Terms with Your Parents,” (Bantam) by Dr. 
Howard Halpern, is an easy-to-read book for adults 
who have parents who refuse to let them grow up and 
away emotionally. 

THE SECOND by the same author, “No Strings 
Attached” (Simon and Schuster) is written for young 
people on how to break the umbilical cord. It might

The leading nun, an aged but enthusiastic visionary, - 


likens the battle to the Boston Tea Party, “Why should 
we give money to the Vatican?” said she. “They are 
using our finances to attack us and our American 
freedoms.” Sister Joan of Arc has gone so far as to 
burn the papal flag at the altar in the leading 
cathedral of the country at a Sunday Mass. As she did 
so, she shouted, “Not one American cent for Vatican 
tyranny!” But these nuns are true Americans who love 
the democratic process and the rights of people to be 
free. Their antagonist. and the chief villian is 
Monsignor Petro Califani, a minor Vatican official 
‘who secretly desires to be the papal representative to 
the Island of Tabasco. He is not likeable because 
good Americans can see he is repressive and a 
throwback to the days of the Council of Trent. The 
media will see that American freedom of speech and 
the rights of public expression win. 


The third soap is the story of Tom O'Driscoll,

be a good gift (and nudge) from parents to young 
people who feel guilty for leaving home, either 
physically or emotionally. 


Finally, there’s a new book out, ‘Making Peace with 
Your Parents” by Dr. Harold H. Bloomfield (Random 
House) who talks about resolving old conflicts and 
coming to accept our parents’ imperfections and 
behaviors of earlier years. The author tells us how to 
go about forgiving our parents for being human and 
making peace with them before they die. If we don’t 
we'll live with the burden of anger toward them until 
we die. 


| was on a national talk show recently where a 
caller in her forties expressed great anger over the 
way she was reared. Her parents were rigid 
authoritarians, used corporal punishment and favored 
the boys over the girls in the family. Although she had 
grown children of her own, she could not forget and 
forgive her aging parents for their style of parenting 
AO years earlier. 


| POINTED out that although those parenting 
methods aren’t acceptable today, they were approved 
and honored a couple of generations ago. Her parents 
probably acted in a way they thought was proper and 
shouldn't be judged by today’s parenting standards. “1 
never thought of it like that,” she admitted. 


theologian, who seeks to publish his book denouncing 
vestments as unholy. O’Driscoll’s first work, a minor 
best seller, began with a challenge about the use of 
vestments at liturgies. Having researched the 
Scriptures carefully, the theologian came to the 
conclusion that the apostles and the disciples wore 
neither chasubles nor albs. O’Driscoll called for a 
return to Scripture by asking priests to wear only 
sandals and a sackcloth garment such as the first 
disciples used. When reprimanded by a Vatican 
official, O’Driscoll decided to produce a two-volume 
work attacking the use of robes by bishops, popes and 
monsignors. Nowhere in the Bible he said, do we have 
any sign that the apostles wore red or purple, or had 
suitcases in which to carry their robes to special 
functions. Clearly, O’Driscoll is a scholar and a 
reformer, who has appealed to the pope but so far has 
received only a postcard from the pontiff on one of 
his trips. But the media does tell us O'Driscoll has a 
right to formulate his new ecclesiastical theories even 
in contradiction to approved rules. 


Silly? Far-fetched? No more than some of the 
stories circulating these days in the papers. Everything 
now in the Church is seen as conflict, adversarial, 
challenges to establishment, issues of power versus 
human goodness. Catholics might be better to give up 
on the media and their black-and-white stories of 
Church goings-on. Wait for the TV movie, or is that 
already what we’ve been getting?

We do what we think is right at the time we parent. 
There are many things | would do differently if | had 
young children to rear over again. | wouldn’t put so 
much pressure on toilet training. | wouldn’t worry 
about spoiling them by picking them up when they 
cried. | wouldn’t steer a daughter towards dolls and 
playing house (not that it did any good) and boys 
toward trucks and playing cowboys and Indians. 


But this was the prevailing wisdom at the time we 
had young children. And | would hate to be judged by 
today’s standards on rearing yesterday's children. We 
do what we believe is best and what society tells us is 
proper at the time. When society changes, we have to 
understand and forgive our parents for doing what 
they were taught was best for us. 


OTHERWISE, WE are the losers. A psychologist 
once said, “| have seen long lines of adults in therapy 
healed once they are able to forgive their parents.” 


A 1981 study found that 80 percent of mother and 
grown daughters relationships are rewarding and 
healthy. Many reported being best friends. Of the 
remaining 20 percent, most reported wanting a better 
relationship. One 35-year-old woman summed it up 
for us by saying, ‘‘When you come to accept yourself, 
you will stop picking on your mother.” 


Through Christ to the Father 


During this month of May, with all of its beautiful 
signs of life and growth, we continue to celebrate the 
resurrection of Christ. The Easter season continues 
until Pentecost Sunday. During this time in a special 
way we proclaim our faith that Jesus is not dead. He is 
alive and lives to make intercession for us before the 
Father (Hebrews 7:25). This great truth that the risen 
Christ is our intercessor with the Father is repeatedly 
brought to our attention during liturgical prayer by 
the refrain, “Through Christ our Lord.” 


The constant use of this phrase should make us 
mindful of two important truths about the Mass. The 
first is that the Mass is a gathering of God’s family. We 
have been made children of the Father by means of 
Baptism, and this sacrament calls us to the Mass to 


praise and thank God our Father and-to pray to Him. 
Jesus wants to focus our attention upon the Father. 
He is the way to the Father, the truth of the Father and 
the life of the Father. 


THE MASS is not primarily oaahien offered to Jesus, 
as is, for example, a Eucharistic devotion outside of 
Mass. Rather the Mass is worship given to the Father 
by his children “through Christ our Lord.” In the Mass 
we express our proper relationships to the Trinity. We 
are not children of God the Son or of God the Holy 
Spirit. God the Father by the power of His Spirit has 
made us His children in the image of His divine son, 
Jesus Christ. The Mass is not so much looking at the 
person of Jesus as it is looking in the same direction 
with Him to the Father. 


The second great truth brought out by the phrase 
“through Christ our Lord” is the fact that we never 
stand alone at Mass. We are one with Christ. At Mass 
we never have to rely on our own merits. We need not 
be concerned with whether what we do can possibly 
be pleasing to the Father or worthy of Him. 


Because we worship and pray through Christ, God 
the Father looks upon us and sees within us the person 
of His own son with whom He is well pleased. Jesus is 
our priest, our intercessor with the Father. In faith we 
have this assurance from sacred scripture: ‘Jesus is 
always able to save those who approach God through 
him, since he forever lives to make intercession for 
them.”” (Hebrews 7:25). This truth is fulfilled in our 
celebration of the Mass “through Christ our Lord.”

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican said May 9 that 
it has silenced Brazilian theologian Father Leonardo 
Boff, author of a book challenging church authority 
and the hierarchy. 

The action directs the priest to ‘a period of 
respectful silence, which will permit Father Boff 
serious reflection,” the Vatican said. The silencing will 
require him to refrain from writing, speaking at 
conferences or working on the editorial staff of a 
Brazilian ecclesiastical review, according to the 
statement. 


THE STATEMENT said that Father Boff has 
accepted the silencing “with religious spirit.” 


The priest, one of South America’s key liberation 
theologians, was told of the silencing May 1 by the 
Franciscans’ minister general, U.S.-born Father John 
Vaughn, according to the Vatican. Reports of the 
action surfaced in the press prior to the Vatican 
statement. 

According to news reports, Father Boff said he 
accepted the silence, but intended to continue 
contemplating liberation theology.

The Vatican did not say how long the silencing 
would last. A Vatican letter directing the Franciscans 
to inform Father Boff of the action said it would last 
“for a time,” according to a source familiar with the 
situation. 


News reports quoted friends of Father Boff as 
saying that the silencing was for one year. 


. THE SILENCING comes less than two months after 
the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
issued a 2,500-word notification that Father Boff’s 
book, ‘Church: Charism and Power,” was dangerous 
to Catholic doctrine because of its views on the 
Church’s structure, dogma, exercise of power and 
prophetic role. 


Father Vaughn was told April 26, in a joint letter 
from the congregations for the Doctrine of the Faith 
and for Religious and Secular Institutes, to inform 
Father Boff of the silencing, the Vatican said. 


The Franciscans declined to comment on the 
action. 


A SOURCE familiar with the situation said he was 
puzzled by the silencing because after the March 20 
notification on the controversial book, Father Boff 
had written submissive letters to Pope John Paul II 
and to Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith. 


After that notification the Brazilian priest said in a 
statement: “I prefer to walk with the Church: rather 
than to walk alone with my theology. In this spirit | 
accept the reservations stated by the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith.” 


He also said that “from the point of view of 
discipline the Vatican document anticipates no action 
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Fr. Bott, Brazilian theologian, silenced by Vatican 


against my person and activity. Therefore, my 
theological work will not be interrupted and | wish to 
continue this with serenity and dedication and 
obviously now with renewed attention to the 
questions raised by the highest authorities in the 
Church.” 

FATHER BOFF said that the notification “at no time 
criticizes the theology of liberation or refers to 
Marxism or socialism.”

The bishop gave copies of the Vatican document 
for the pending synod on the laity, which will convene 
in the fall of 1987. 


He summarized the document and called it “very 
encouraging” because it “frequently stresses’ the 
need for lay people ‘‘to be a great influence:on the 
world itself.” It speaks of the “irreplacability” of the 
laity in the Church’s missionary activity. 


THE BISHOP seemed impressed that the document 
on the laity examines how every major post-Vatican II 
document relates to lay men and women. “| would 
like to see all the laity have a copy of this,” he said, 
because it is so “rich” in information. 


The laity are called to renew themselves, the 
Church and “the whole temporal order,” Bishop 
Maher said in his summary.

“Franciscans in the western province are overjoyed 
at this first step toward canonization. They have been 
praying for this since the 1930s when the province 
began a study of Father Serra’s saintliness.”” 


FRANCISCAN FATHER Eric O’Brien, associate 
pastor of Mission San Luis Rey, was appointed the first 
vice-postulator of Serra’s canonization cause, where 
he served from 1941 to 1958. He gathered materials to 
be reviewed by the Vatican’s Sacred Congregation for 
the Causes of Saints. 


Between 1941 and 1946 he interviewed more than 
300 descendants of Indians and Spaniards and asked 
them what they knew about Serra. 


Between 1950 and 1954 Father O’Brien worked in 
Italy at the Franciscan order, under the Sacred 
Congregation for the Causes of Saints. He took 10,000 
pages of documents written to, by or about Father 
Serra to the congregation for analysis. The documents 
came from Mexico, Spain, the U.S. and the Vatican. 


- “This cause was the most heavily documented one 


that had been brought to the congregation for 30 
years,” and that resulted in delayed action on the 
cause, Father O’Brien said. 


“’'M GLAD | contributed to the cause.*l’m sure 
some other historians who worked on his cause are 
now rejoicing with Father Serra in heaven,” Father 
O’Brien said.

Until their oldest daughter 
became a teen-ager, family life for 
the O’Neils meant that their three 
children ‘‘did their thing and we 
did ours,’’ explained John O’Neil 
of Perth, Western Australia. I met 
O’Neil and his wife JoAnn in 
Jerusalem during a recent trip 
there. 

O’Neil, who teaches computer 
science to college-age students, 
had been an enthusiastic glider 
pilot in his leisure hours. Now a 
teacher-librarian, Mrs. O’Neil’s pet 
project back then was Scouting. 

“The older two children were 
almost beyond our reach,’’ O’Neil 
said. Their daughter, now 25, felt 
she “‘couldn’t be open with us or 
trust us.” 

Their older son, now 22, was 
insecure, possibly because ‘‘we 
built an inferiority complex into 
him,”’ Mrs. O'Neil suggested. ‘‘We 
always told him how he could do 
better and never told him that 
what he did was good.”’ 

Ruefully, O’Neil said that he 
and his wife ran their family “‘like 
the army.” 

Mrs. O’Neil added, ‘‘We had 
communication problems’’ with 
each other and with the children. 

Then, in the mid-1970s, the 
couple made their first Marriage 
Encounter. This experience was a 
turning point.

Marriage Encounter impelled the 
O’Neils to take a close look at 
their relationship as husband and 
wife and at their role as parents. 
The experience became a catalyst 
for changing the way family 
members related to each other. 

“At Marriage Encounter we 
learned the best thing we could 
do for our children was to love 
each other and show it. This 
solidifies a family and gives 
children a better example of what 
Marriage is than preaching,”’ 
O'Neil said. 

The couple also decided to be 
more openly affectionate with 
their children, O’Neil said. But it 
wasn’t easy for him: ‘I’m not a 
demonstrative person. Kissing 
teen-age sons was hard.” 


Mrs. O'Neil agreed, explaining: 
“The first time I ever saw John 
cry was at Marriage Encounter — 
he was so much a man in control. 
I didn’t know if he was happy or 
sad.”’ 

We learned ‘“‘to show children 
it’s OK to cry, to show feelings,” 
O’Neil said. For Mrs. O’Neil, lear- 
ning to listen was the difficult 
part. ; : 

“I’m not a good listener so it 
was significant for me to learn to 
listen to John,”’ she explained, 
“‘and for us to listen to the 
children, to treat them as human 
beings’’ worthy of respect. 

Setting up guidelines for family 
life, the O’Neils said they tried 
“to work out boundaries 
together’ as much as possible 
with the children. 

The O’Neils also worked at 
presenting a unified approach to 
their children. ‘Previously I’d say, 
‘Ask your mother,’’’ O’Neil said. 
“Now our normal response is to 
deal with the children together.”’ 

And that decision brought an 
unexpected fringe benefit. As 
parents, he reported, ‘‘we’re not 
played off each other’’ any more. 


] 


Part of the reason ‘the O’Neils 
emigrated from the San Francisco 
Bay area to Western Australia in 


1968 was “‘because we were look- 
ing for a climate conducive to 
raising our three children.”’ 

It was a time of flower children 
and drug experimentation. 

But, O’Neil explained, ‘‘We 
always said we weren’t running 
from something; we were going to 
a new life that was a bit slower. 
We went from two cars and 20 
credit cards to no. credit cards and 
for six months no car,”’ he said. 
‘““Now we're back to two cars and 
three credit cards.”’ 

The O’Neils, parishioners at St. 
Joseph Pignatelle Parish in At- 
tadale, Western Australia, have 
been actively involved as leaders 
in presenting Marriage Encounter 
in their country. 

In 1980, they brought Engaged 
Encounter to Australia and today 
serve as the National Contact Cou- 
ple for it. 

Over the years the O’Neils 


discovered how valuable a suppor- 
tive Christian community can be. 

Mrs. O’Neil remarked that she 
and her husband found a ‘‘tremen- 
dous support system’’ working as 
Encounter movement leaders. 
They also are part of a parish 
group ‘“‘where we get together 
and talk things out,’’ she said. 

Such support is vital today, they 
said, because so much threatens 
family life. 

“More things pull children away 
from the family today,’’ O’Neil 
said. Children can ‘‘run around all 
the time, taking lessons every 
night.”’ 

But spending time together is 
essential for family members who 
care about each other and the 
quality of their relationship, the 
O’Neils believe.

‘Support for parents by 
parishes is absolutely crucial to- 
day,’’ observed Father Steven 
Preister in an interview. He is 
founder and director of the Na- 
tional Center for Family Studies at 
The Catholic University of 
America in Washington, D.C. 

While ‘‘families have always 
needed support,’’ the priest said, 
it is apparent that times have 
changed. Today’s parents face 
new and difficult challenges that 
make parish involvement more 
important than ever. 

“We've always had extended 
families available to us,’’ Father 


- Preister said. ‘‘But between 1975 


and 1980 50 percent of U.S.. 
citizens changed households. That 
mobility means there is no net- 
work of friends or family.”’ 

Other statistics are equally il- 
luminating. Only 13 percent of 
U.S. families are composed of 
fathers who work and mothers 
who stay home with children. Six- 
ty percent of all women with 
children are employed outside the 
home. Nearly half of all children 
will live for a time with only one 
parent before they are grown. By 
1990 the number of families with a 
single parent or divorced and re- 
married parents will exceed the 
number with two parents never 
divorced. 

So what’s a parish to do? 
Father Preister thinks the first 
priority is for parishes ‘‘to have a 
broad definition of family life. 
The variety of kinds of families 
have to be taken into account 

when designing programs.” 

Parishes can then begin to struc- 
ture families together in small 
communities. ‘““Opportunity’’ is 
the key word here, Father Preister 
indicated. ‘‘The parish needs to 
provide the opportunity for 
families to get together,’’ he said. 

Father Preister, who founded 
the Family Studies center in 1979, 
stressed that ‘‘parents and parishes 
need to be partners’ in any sup- 
port activity or program. 

‘‘Parishes need to help families 
do their job rather than trying to 
do their job for them,’’ he noted. 

Three factors should be taken 
into account in developing any 
family or parenting program if it 
is to be effective, said Father 
Preister. First, parents need to 
participate in planning the pro- 
gram. Second, there should be a 
variety of options in the program 
that meet the needs of different 
kinds of families. Third, and most 
important, parenis must em- 


_ phasize the importance of the pro- 


gram at home with their children. 


“Drug education programs 
don’t change young people’s 
behavior unless the parents are in- 
volved,’’ he noted. Likewise, at- 
tendance at a Catholic school will 
make a difference in a child’s 
moral behavior and belief in Jesus 
only if ‘‘parents and their kids 
talk about moral behavior at 
home.”’ 

Father Preister added that it is 
“absolutely foolish to expect a 
parish to have a program’’ that 
meets every possible need. But he 
believes a parish should “‘know 
where services are’’ so that it can 
refer parents. 


Beyond formal programs and 
services, there is another dimen- 
sion in efforts to support families 
or parents, Father Preister said. It 
is the concern and interest of 
parishioners. It might be as simple 
as listening to a friend or 
neighbor. 

And, he continued, a theology 
of marriage is needed. Much of 
what is heard about spirituality is 
based on a monastic model that 
does not fit most families, Father 
Preister said. 

“Our models are virgins and 
martyrs. Very few saints are 
mothers and wives,’’ he said. 

Father Preister insisted that 
“‘when you're changing a kid’s 
diaper, you’re clothing the naked. 
When he’s screaming and you 
feed him, you're feeding the 
hungry. There’s a holiness involv- 
ed”’ in the trials and joys of 
parenting.

Family life in the Old Testansen

What was family life like in Old 
Testament times? 

For centuries family life in Israel 
was regulated by a fixed, rigid 
code. It reflected the general 
culture of the times, which was 
strongly patriarchal. The father 
wielded unquestioned authority 
and assumed ultimate responsibili- 
ty. This was understandable in an 
age when physical prowess deter- 
mined success and security. 

Inevitably such a system pro- 
duced its share of unfeeling 
authoritarians. In the main, 
however, families enjoyed peace 
and happiness. Family members 
respected and loved each other. 

The wife’s value was seen 
primarily in her fruitfulness, 


especially in giving birth to sons. 
Sons made up the work force in 
an unmechanized agricultural 
society, and they assured defense 
against outside interference. 

But the wife was loved as a per- 
son in her own right, even if she 
happened to be sterile. There is a 
moving scripture passage where 
Elcanah consoles his wife, Han- 
nah, disconsolate over her inabili- 
ty to give himason. , 

‘“‘Her husband Elcahah used to 
ask her: ‘Hannah, why do you 
weep, and why do you refuse to 
eat? Why do you grieve? Am IJ not 
more to you than 10 sons?’”’ (1 
Samuel 1:8) 

So precious was the love of a 
mother for her children that Isaiah 
compared it to God’s love for his 
people: ‘‘Can a mother forget her 
infant, be without tenderness for 


the child of her womb? Even 
should she forget, I will never 
forget you’’ (Isaiah 49:15). 

- And so esteemed was the love 
of man and wife that the prophets 
did not hesitate to use it as a 
figure for the love which united 
God to Israel: “‘I will espouse you 
to me: forever: I will espouse you 
in right and in justice, in love and 
in mercy; I will espouse you in 
fidelity, and you shall know the 
Lord’ (Hosea 2:21-22). 

Parents bore responsibility for 
the wise and prudent rearing of 
their children. And it is important 
to note that discipline flowed 
from genuine love. Fathers loved 
their sons, who loved them in 
return. David’s grief at the death 
of Absalom is heart-wrenching: 
‘‘My son Absalom! Absalom! My — 
son, my son!’’ (2 Samuel 19:5).

Parenting into the 
“21st century

A child who is 5 years old to- 
day will turn 21 in the year 2001. 
If that child’s parents are like 
many others, they know that dur- 
ing the next 16 years they will be 

doing what parents always have 
done — loving and nurturing a 
SinMRic human. person. Undoubted- 
ly they also suspect that the 
challenges they encounter will be 
uniquely colored by our times. 
On the plus side, the parents 
may sense that helping to prepare 
a child for adulthood in the 21st 
century could prove fascinating, 
offering them the opportunity to 
learn new things right along with 
their child. 
But the parents also know that 
during the next 16 years their 
@22@ must learn how to make 
decisions based on values — even 
when their peer group doesn’t 
support them much. And the child 
must beat a path around the drug 
culture, which was not such a 
problem in the parents’ youth. 


I could cite many reasons why 
parents feel the challenges they 
face are new and different today: 

eThe so-called ‘‘age of mobili- 
ty’? can exact a price from 
wats. Living far from most 
relatives means there may be 
moments — emergencies and 
minor emergencies — when you 
don’t know where to turn for ad- 
vice or assistance. 

*Living in an age of psychology 
is another factor. Parénts may feel 
that in light of the new science of 
psychology, more is required to-

Daughters too were cherished, 
loved, protected. “‘A daughter is a 
treasure that keeps her father 
wakeful, and worry over her 
drives away rest; lest she pass her 
prime unmarried, or when she is 
married, lest she be disliked”’ 
(Sirach 42:9). 

Again, this concern was 
evidence of a deep love. Recall 
the desperate plea Jairus made to 
Jesus: “‘My little daughter is 
critically ill. Please come and lay 
your hands on her that she may 
get well and live’? (Mark 5:23).

day in terms of relating to each 
child. Where, they may ask, can 
people learn more about being a 
good parent? 

¢The so-called ‘‘age of informa- 
tion”’ causes many parents to ask 
what it means to be a late-20th- 
century guide for children. Parents - 
may ask: What kind of education 
do children need in the computer 
age? J 

°Finally, many parents realize 
how much rests on their 
shoulders when it COmes to com- 
municating values to children — 
helping children learn to serve 
others, to respect life’s dignity in 
all people, to view sexuality 
responsibly, to love God. 

In light of similar considera- 
tions, a Baptist educator, Margaret 
M. Sawin, wrote in a book titled 
‘Parish Religious Education” 
(Paulist): ‘If families are to be 
oases of Strength and security, 
they need support from the wider 
community. This is generally not 
forthcoming in today’s society, 
particularly in suburbia.”’ 


Even so, not all parents rank 
parenthood among their most 
bewildering tasks. In a parish 
renewal group recently, a father 
of two teen-agers told how much 
at peace he felt about his paren- 
ting role. He said he couldn’t 
identify with the apprehensions 
voiced by some other parents in 
the group — that his real ques- 
tions were in other areas. 

His attitude was different from 
that of another father in my 
parish who once referred to child 
rearing as a ‘‘crap shoot.”’ It was 
a telling comment. 


Parents in every past age must 
have felt that they faced new 
questions not faced by their own 
parents before them. 

‘Parenting is changing in form 
and function all the time,’’ wrote 
Mary Jane Saia and Judith M. 
Boyle, two New Jersey educators, 
in a chapter they contributed to a 
1983 adult education resource titl- 
ed ‘‘Christian Adulthood” (U.S. 
Catholic Conference). ‘In truth, 
there has never been a prolonged 
period of stability in parenthood,” 
the two educators wrote. 

Perhaps there never were any 
definitive models for parents to 
emulate, they added. Nonetheless, 
“parenting in the ’80s is often 
fraught with tension.” In a 
simpler society, ‘‘parenting may 
have seemed less conflicted, less 
tumultuous.”

Recently a worried mother ap- 
proached Sister of St. Joseph 
Dolores Clerico, concerned 
about her teen-ager’s preoccupa- 
tion with bicycling. He spent so 
much time racing and training 
for races, the mother reported, 
that he had no other social life. 

“Is this normal?’’ she asked. 

That question is typical of con- 
cerns parents bring to family 
ministers, Sister Clerico said. She 
is the assistant director of the 
Family Life Office in the Diocese 
of Camden, N.J., and has worked 
in family ministry full time for 
more than five years. 

Parents today need a lot of 
“reassuring that what they're go- 
ing through is normal,” Sister 
Clerico said. Many parents don’t 
fully “‘trust their ability’’ or 
“they feel that what they're do- 
ing isn’t good enough.” 

- She explained that an impor- 
tant goal of family ministry is to 
set up a process to help families 
and parents ‘‘to share their 
strengths and limitations with 
others” who share similar ex- 
periences and values. 

Sister Clerico added that the 
Camden diocese consistently gets 
calls from parishes for help in 
serving parents. In response to 
those calls, the diocese has 
developed some programs. 

—‘‘There’s a great need to 
support new parents,’’ Sister 
Clerico commented. Many 
mothers are older now and are

accustomed: to the independence 
and intellectual stimulation of 
working. If they're home full 
time, many miss that stimulation. 

In one parish she knows of, a 
group was started at the in- 
itiative of two new mothers. In 
other parishes staff persons 
organize the groups. 

Sister Clerico explained that 
the main function of the groups 
is support — allowing new 
parents to share what they’re go- 
ing through and to receive infor- 
mation on parenting. 

The diocese makes available 
film strips and packaged pro- 
grams for new parent groups to 
use, such as ‘‘Family,’’ Father 
John Powell’s three-week video 
series (Argus Communications, 
Allen, Texas). 

—Another program the diocese 
sponsors is the Systematic Train- 
ing for Effective Parenting pro- 
gram authored by Don 
Dinkmeyer and Gary McKay 
(American Guidance Service, Cir- 
cle Pines, Minn.). This nine-week 
educational series also known as 
STEP includes lectures, discus- 
sions and activities, Sister Clerico 
said. 

STEP aims at building up skills 
for parents and at finding ways 
for parents to “‘relate more effec- 
tively with their children,’’ she 
added. The diocese makes 
available trained volunteers to 
direct the program.

“Marriage and Family Living’ 
is amonthly magazine aimed at 
providing practical information 
for parents and individuals in- 
terested in maintaining or im- 
proving family relationships. In 
an article in the April 1985 
issue about how to deal with 
conflict, family counselor 
Agnes Albany notes that 
“withdrawal, evasion and 
flight” are the routine ways 
many people avoid facing dif- 
ficulties in relationships.

Lorenzo 
and a son were taken captive. 
Their palace was partially 
destroyed. Frances, her other 
children and Vanozza lived in a 
corner of the palace. Her second 
son died there. 

Then the Tiber flooded again. 
Frances and Vanozza went all over 
Rome begging medicines, ban- 
dages and food for the sick. They 
set up a soup kitchen for the 
hungry.

WASHINGTON (NC) — William Simon and Michael 
Novak, leaders of a Catholic lay movement seeking to 
promote conservative free-economy principles in 
Catholic social teaching, were named May 8 as top 
leaders of a new Nicaraguan Freedom Fund. 


The fund was established two days earlier by “The 
Washington Times,” a daily newspaper in Washington 
owned by the Rev. Sun Myung Moon’s Unification 
Church. The fund’s goal is to raise $14 million in 
private humanitarian aid from the United States and 
elsewhere for the “contras,” guerrillas fighting to 
overthrow the leftist Sandinista government in 
Nicaragua. : 


“THE TIMES,” which contributed the first $100,000 
to the fund, announced on its front page May 8 that 
Simon, a former U.S. treasury secretary, had agreed to 
chair the new non-profit organization. 


The private fund was formed after President 
Reagan was rebuffed by Congress in his efforts to 
obtain a special $14 million package of USS. 
government aid to the guerrillas. 

“The Times’’ quoted Simon saying he was 
“outraged at the cowardice’ of the House of 
Representatives in voting down the aid. 


“1 FEEL very strongly about supporting the freedom 


fighters, because we have to send a clear message to - 


the world that we are reliable partners,” he said.

This arrangement helps create ‘a sense of 
community,” said Father Krouse, who celebrates the 
10 a.m. Sunday Mass in the chapel. He fosters this 
spirit by asking the assembly, numbering about 50, to 
introduce themselves to each other before beginning 
the celebration.

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The. long and complicated 
controversy about Fray Junipero 
Serra’s authorization to confirm was 
finally settled in December 1780. The 
viceroy was advised by his counsel that 
“Serra was not to be impeded from 
administering the sacrament in the 
towns of the missions entrusted to the 
Observant Fathers of their Apostolic 
College.” 


Moreover the viceroy was told that 
Serra “is to be given those aids 
necessary to that end which he might 
request and need, and as a result of 
this measure,” the presidente was to be 
notified immediately. 


IT HAD BEEN a struggle of wills. The 
Caesaro-papistic administration of the 
Catholic monarch whom Serra often 
described as ‘the most pious in the 
whole world” had interferred with the 
sacramental work of the presidente for 
over a year. But now confirmations 
could again proceed. 

On Oct. 7, 1781, Carmel experienced 
a slight earthquake. Serra reported that 
the only damage sustained was the 
breaking of a flask of brandy at Santa 
Clara which "the poor Fathers were 
saving for an emergency.”

SERRA RESUMED his confirmation 
tours. Upon arriving at Santa Clara, he 
laid the cornerstone of the new adobe 
church. The original site of the mission 
had proven too low and suffered heavy 
inundations. The new edifice was being 
built at a new site, about a mile and a 
half south of the original foundation. 


After the ceremony, Serra and Fray 
Juan Crespi immediately set out for 
Carmel. After only a short jaunt, Serra’s 
mule shied and threw him into a field. 
As the presidente described it, ‘The 
mule which was carrying this cargo 
threw him with a lively thrust.” His 
companions rode into nearby San Jose 
to get the doctor. 


Serra was in considerable pain, 
especially in one of his hands and in 
the ribs. When the doctor arrived, he 
assured the friar that all his bones were 
in place. The following day, Serra 
continued his journey, though with 
difficulty. He mended well, and shortly 
thereafter could write that “little by 
little, | was relieved of the pain and 
now all is past. Blessed be God!”

Coping With a Self-Indulgent Spouse 

Q. What can be done about a partner who is very spoiled? 

A. “Spoiled,” and ‘self-indulgent’ are subjective terms. What one person 
considers a sign of selfish behavior may. be quite appropriate and normal to someone 
else. We all are quite different and no one can say exactly what is right or wrong 
behavior. In any relationship, if one partner insists that the other change and 


conform, there is bound to be trouble. 


There are some extremes of behavior, of course, that almost anyone would see as 
very self-indulgent. A man or wife, for example, who spends an entire paycheck on 
some personal whim when a family is struggling to make basic ends meet is clearly 
being self-indulgent. Yet this is quite often the sign of some personal trouble that is: 
not being faced. For example, the frantic spending may be a desperate attempt to 
avoid feeling very depressed about something. Another individual may be resisting a 
commitment by behaving in a way that seems irresponsible. By understanding and 
dealing with what a particular pattern of obvious self-indulgence really means, the 


problem can be resolved.

Depression often cause of teen problems, 


CINCINNATI. (NC) — Depression is 
often the unrecognized cause of many 
problems among teen-agers, a 
“Seventeen” magazine columnist told 
a Catholic newsletter for teens. 


The newsletter, “Youth Update,” 
published by St. Anthony Messenger 
Press in Cincinnati, said its teen readers 
last fall ranked the issue of teen 
depression as the No. 1 topic -they 
wished to see treated in a future issue. 


KATHLEEN MCCOY, the 
“Seventeen” columnist, said in an 
interview in the April issue of the 
newsletter that depression is ‘‘a deep 
sadness or helplessness resulting in 
self-damaging thinking and behavior.” 


Teens, she said, have a harder time 
than adults in dealing with depression, 
because “it takes years of experience

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II told students and teachers of 
the Vatican’s diplomatic training 
school May. 6 that true obedience is 
active. 


“True obedience, in fact, is capable 
of listening, open to the Spirit, and 
sensitive so that you can discern and 
interpret the calls which come from 
the Spirit, your superiors, the local 
churches, the world,” the pope said to 
the faculty and students of the 
Pontifical Ecclesiastical Academy. 


“THIS OBEDIENCE certainly cannot 
be realized without commitment, 
without sacrifice and without 
progressive spiritual maturity,” he said. 


Graduates of the Vatican’s 
diplomatic school serve in Vatican 
nunciatures throughout the world and 
at the Council for Public Affairs and 
Secretary of State offices at the 
Vatican.. Upon graduation, the 
diplomats usually join the staff of an 
apostolic delegate — someone who 


for most people to name and express 
feelings.”
